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Costume Flowers 


How to Make Durable and 
Beautiful Dress Ornaments. 


By Mary H. White 

In preceding articles instructions 
in the cutting of the petals, the 
covering of the stems, the shaping 
and decoration of the flower. have 
been given. This and one follow- 
ing article give the flower maker 
instructions for the completed 
spray. 


FIFTH ART.CLE 


To leaves, now dry, may be given 
another coat of green and the cast 
centre treated likewise. Mix a lit-- 
tle. gold powder with oil, to a cream 
consistency. Brush lightly a cloudlike 
impression over the green paint. Em- 
phasize the deep recesses by-a deeper 
touch. The ridge (the joining of net 
to silk) is now covered with moss 
owder, held securely with liquid glue, 
this applicd with a paint brush. Pat 
down the moss, adding more as re- 
quired. 

Assuming the moss has been cut 
very fine, a very natural mosslike ap- 
pearance now softens the leaf: With a 
finer brush paint in the green veins, @ 
shadow of gilt accompanying. In places 
allow a little moss to nestle as if blown 
there by the..wind. The surface of the 
leaf completed, brush a@ thin coat of 

lue to the clay and apply the muss 
& the underheath side. 


Setting the Jewel 


Pearls as jewels are lovely mounted 
in the cast centres. Cut the wire fif- 
teen inches long. insert through the 
vearl, repeat with a second wire, dou- 
Sled. The four strands are twisted at 
the base of the pearl, put through the 
centre and so form the flower’s stem. 
Brush glue about the gathers that 
touch the centre, press these together, 
leave to dry. 

At the stem's highest point under 
and touching the flower, wind several 
thicknesses Of darning cotton, tapering 
gradually to a thinner strand,terminat- 
ing the flowers’ stem or stalk, for this 
fs thicker, naturally, than the stems 
of leaves. Wind this cotton over with 
the silk as were wound the leaves, 
patting moss-powder thickly around

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Few realize the many constructive projects that have been 
brought to fruition in Richmond during the last three years. The 
Chamber of Commerce and the city council, through their joint 
harbor committees, present herewith a report on progress: 


The United States and the city of Richmond have dredged 


a channel 200 feet wide and 30 feet deep from the navigable 
waters of the bay to and alongside the Ford plant site. 


All nghts of way for track connections to the inner harbor 
have been secured; the ‘Santa Fe has constructed its tracks, and 
the Southern Pacific will begin work in the near future. 


Steps have been taken-toward securing rail rates to the north- 
west that will be comparable with rates accorded other bay citics. 


Shippers of Contra Costa county and the city of Richmond 
have recently pledged their fullest support in routing cargo through 
the new Pars-Richmond terminal facility now being completed 
on the inner harbor. 


The State Legislature, shortly after the Richmond program 
was outlined, approved an amendment so that leases of city land 
to private partics could be made for 50 years instead of 10 years 
as formerly. 


Contracts have been let by the city council for extension of 
necessary streets to serve the inner harbor, and this street work js 
to be completed this fall. Plans and specifications are about com- 
pleted for storm and sanitary sewers. Application has been made 
to the East Bay Municipal Utility District for water mains to 
serve the territory. Assurance has been reccived from the Great 
Western Power company and the Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany that necessary power and light lines will be extended where- 
ever needed,
